approval before the Act shall take 
effect. Referred to Com m ittee on ( 'or- 
porations. 
A ssem bly R ill No. 104—An Act to 
reincorpórate the town of San Buena­ 
ventura and approving certain ordi­ 
nances and proceedings of the Town 
Trustees—'was referred to the delega­ 
tion. 
Senate B ill No. 8—An Act to repeal 
an Act concerning roads in (ho coun­ 
ties of Santa Barbara and San Luis 
Obispo—was taken up and passed. 
Jan, 10. 
Mr. McCoy introduced a hill to lix 
the salary of the County Judge in the 
counties of San Diego and San Ber­ 
nardino. 
This bill llxes the salary of the 
County Judge of San Diego county at 
$2,000, and that of the County Judge 
of San Bernardino at $1,200 per an­ 
num 
. 
The hill was referred to the Com m it­ 
tee on Judiciary. 
Also to repeal the No-Eencc law us 
far as it applies to San Bernardino 
county. Referred to Com m ittee on 
Agriculture. 
A message from the Governor, an­ 
nouncing his approval of the amended 
Vasquez Act was received.

123—An A ct 
granting certain lands in the city of 
Han Diego to Han Diego Lodge No. 35, 
Free and Accepted Masons, fpr cem e­ 
tery purposes. 
Sir. Bowers said this was a purely 
local bill. The citv of Han Diego had 
set apart the land m entioned in the 
I,ill for the Masonic Cemetery Associ­ 
ation, and now it was desired to have 
the action of the city, confirmed. 
'The hill was ordered engrossed. 


i ,i NcoEN,Jan. 13.—Four roughs were 
taken from hero to-day and lodged in 
the Auburn jail to aw ait the action of 
the Grand Jury.

The officer had a revolver in his 
lmnd and fired three shots at him , but 
ow ing to the darkuess missed Him. 
This m orniughe was tracked into the 
w illow s on Auburn Ravine, about a 
m ile below the town, and recaptured.

The Increasing Power of th e« ran- 
aer*. 


The rapidity with which the Grang­ 
ers are spreading, the and determina- 
t ion they show to take a hand in regula­ 
ting the abuses that have crept into the 
National and State governments is as 
surprising as it is displeasing to the 
monopolist. During the week ending 
January 10th, no less than 2,418 Gran­ 
ges were organized. The order already 
has a foothold in thirty-three States, 
being the strongest in Iowa, where it 
lias 1,830 Granges. In that State a 
('onvention has been called, to meet in 
February, to prepare for the campaign 
of 1874, and there is every indication 
that they will sweep the State. In 
Illinois the order is almost equally 
strong, and is increasing in number» 
even faster. The Faimers State Cou- 
v.mtion which met not long ago, was 
controlled by the Grangers, and de­ 
claring their independence of party 
ties, these farmers laid down a plat­ 
form of principles that cannot but 
meet the approbatihn of all friends of 
reform, wherever they may reside. In 
Missouri and Kansas they are fast ab­ 
sorbing the voting strength of both 
the old parties, while all over the coun­ 
try, the growing power of the order is 
evident to the blindest friend of mon­ 
opoly. 
Here in our own State and particu­ 
larly in Southern California, we find 
them steadily advancing, and their in­ 
fluence is felt in every department of 
liusinesF. The campaign of next fall, if 
we are not much mistaken, will devol- 
ope a voting strength unapproached 
heretofore, and despite the efforts of 
l>olitieal demagoguos to divide, and 
thus neutralize it, this vote will all he 
cast in one direction. 


C o m m u n i c a t i o n 
w i t h 
t h e Cerro 
Cordo Mines. 


A few days since we gave an account 
of the Cerro Gordo Freighting Com­ 
pany—an organization that has the 
contract of transporting the bullion 
from the mines of Cerro Gordo. This 
company runs two teams a day be­ 
tween that region and Los Angeles, 
but, according to the following from 
tire Inyo Independent, are not able to 
keep up with the production. It says: 
“ Beaudry’s furnace has shutdown 
and Belshaw’s will soon do the same 
for the reason that bullion has accu­ 
mulated so much beyond the capacity 
of the teams that it is only a waste of 
money to continue piling it up at such 
an outlay with prospects for realizing 
returns only at such a distant day. 
The amount on hand now will keep all 
the teams employed for two mouths to 
come. These two furnaces alone can 
produce each day as much bullion as 
the teams, on an average, can move in 
two. To their product is to be added 
that of the (Swansea, so that the pres­ 
ent number of teams would have to be 
more than doubled to keep pace with 
tne furnaces, even if the former were 
not now so far behind. The three fur­ 
naces together now turn out about 25 
tons of bullion per day. The mines at 
Cerro Gordo have ore enough iu sight 
to yield three times lhat amount for 
an'indefinite tim e—for months if not 
years to come. Cerro Gordo is only 
one of several sim ilar locations in this 
county, which, though not absolutely 
tested, yet are just as promising or 
even more so, than those mines ever 
were at tho same stage of develop­ 
ment. Yet that one camp alone can 
only be run at a time, more likely, a 
tenth of its capacity because of a lack 
of means of transportation for its pro­ 
ducts. Don’t we need a railroad? can 
our county ever amount to anything, 
comparatively, without one? ' 
Teams are a good thing when you 
can’t do any better; but the hdepcud- 
m t is right about a railroad being de­ 
manded, and Los Angeles should take 
the lead in working it up. A narrow 
gauge to this great m ining region is 
just the thing the whole country needs, 
and would bring a heavy trade to our 
city. There is a good prospect of 
having this style of a road to the San­ 
ta Monica harbor, and it can easily be 
be extended further. 


Artificial Stone. 
When good building stone is so dif­ 
ficult to obtain, and so dear, it ts sin­ 
gular that no effort has been made to 
introduce artificial stone. There can 
lie no question as to its permanence; 
lor the same material, in one form or 
another, was used as a part of many 
ancient structures, and has outlasted, 
in their ruins, almost every other m a­ 
terial. This is especially true of one 
building mentioned by Pliny, in which 
this substance lias stood the test of 
probably more than thirty-five hun­ 
dred years. As to its strength, another 
requisite for good building material, 
trials made in this country, but more 
frequently in Europe, have set the 
question at rest. 
For example, a pil­ 
lar only nine inches square, made of 
artificial stone, less than a montli 
old, has been 
found to sustain a 
pressure of more than a hundred 
tons; 
and 
the 
tendency 
always 
is to grow 
harder 
and 
stronger 
as it grows older. Then the beauty of 
this stone, and its susceptibility of 
easy and graceful ornamentation, is 
another quality greatly in favor. 
Re­ 
cently, it has been used in the con­ 
struction of some of our largest and 
finest buildings. 
It forms a conspicu­ 
ous part of one of the large hotels 
built in New York two or three years 
a#o; aud also tbw arches over the cel­ 


lars and areas of the Grand Central 
Depot. 
In the latter Us strength is 
put to the severest test, subjected as 
the floors above are to a constant tread 
and, in some places, to the harder 
usage of the baggage rooms. In Chi­ 
cago some of the builders are using ar­ 
tificial stone, and more of them ought 
to, instead of the wood which has here­ 
tofore proved so dangerous. In Eu­ 
rope it is used more extensively than 
in this country. Something like a 
hundred of the cheaper dwellings in u 
single street in Paris were constructed 
of it in 18W5, while in London some of 
the largest warehouses have been built 
in the same way. The same is true in 
Germany and other parts of the Con­ 
tinent. 
There is no secret in the composi­ 
tion of this stone; or, if manufacturers 
ever affect any, it is in the proportion 
of the different materials used, and in 
their m anner of manipulating them. 
The articles themselves are always 
substantially the same, viz.:—for the 
finer work, some strong cement—the 
stronger the better—and sand; to these 
ure added, for the coarser walls, sharp 
stone chippings, small stones, gravel, 
broken bricks, glass, cinders, burned 
clay, and other similar materiul. The 
best kind of such broken substances, 
mixed with strong Portland cement, 
were used in the Grand Central Depot. 
The material used in the dry dock at 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard some years 
ago was composed of one part of ce­ 
ment, two parts of coarse, clean sand, 
three and a half parts of broken stone, 
not exceeding one and a half parts of 
beach pebbles of about the same size. 
There is no reason why our builders 
should buy stone at such a high price, 
or use inferior material, when an ar­ 
ticle so superior, can be had anywhere 
at a reasonable cost. 


T h c rm o iiM 'tric n l R ci-nrtl. 


M r. L a in e has introduced a bill to 
abolish the offices of Adjutant General 
and State Armorer and m aking other 
changes in the m ilitary establishment 
of the State. 
So far as this bill abo­ 
lishes offices and does away with 
mock m ilitary, it has our hearty as­ 
sent, but we are of opinion th at a 
“Secretary of Military” affairs is a 
luxury that we can very well do with­ 
out. Taken as a whole, the m ilitary 
establishments kept up by the various 
States, are a most miserable humbug. 
They are neither useful nor ornamen­ 
tal, and generally have no existence 
except on paper, or when it comes to 
paying the salaries of a few official 
sinecures. We know of no use that 
the State of California has for a mili­ 
tary establishment. In times of peace, 
soldiers are not in demand, and when 
war comes, our home guard organiza­ 
tions are not very reliable. By all 
means, Mr. Laine, abolish, but please 
don’t give us any more officials with 
high-sounding titles in the place of 
those whom your bill is intended to 
decapitate. 


One Hobby. 


The IJ.vprc.H8 gives us credit for hav­ 
ing three hobbies. That concern has 
but one. Its excessive jealousy of the

B unke' Hill. 


A little over ;i yctir more, and the 
100th anniversary <>t‘ the Buttle of 
Bunker Hill will take place. A little 
band of heroes, tlieu inaugurated a 
struggle,-which brought untold results. 
It is very fitting that their deeds should 
be commemorated.

free of duty. The question has never 
been considered by his department, 
and lie is not aware tlmt any stirii de­ 
cision lias ever been rendered by any 
other department of Government. 
There is a decided improvement in 
the revenue.
